Is This Justice?

Despite Three Exonerations, Don King 
Remains A Perennial Target 


It's getting so you can hardly be- 
lieve what you read in the newspa- 
pers anymore — and the likelihood 
that you'll get a clear report on the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, stands true for televi- 
sion, too. 

Case in point: don King versus 
those crusading news people. Their 
real outrage — never openly stated — 
is about King's enormous influence 
in boxing and the massive amount of 
money flowing his way. 

Is his success also one of the rea- 
sons why he is being pursued by Jus- 
tice Department officials? This ques- 
tion is being posed throughout the 
African-American community which 
is of the opinion that something 
hanky-panky is going on. 

King has gotten the poison pen so 
often that, seemingly, the U.S. Jus- 
tice Department has bought the lie. 
For the fourth time, the government 
is trying to find a way to prosecute 
him, along with Bob Lee, Sr., presi- 
dent of the International Boxing Fed- 
eration on charges that the two fixed 
fighters' ratings. Lee is being tar- 
geted for the first time. 

It doesn't matter that those 
rankings were not far different from 
those of the World Boxing Council 
(WBC) or the World Boxing Associa- 
tion (WBA). 

Neither does it matter that King 
has been exonerated in three at- 
tempts by the Feds to prosecute him. 
He remains under scrutiny, a peren- 
nial target, which raised the ques- 
tion about fairness. 

Despite constant criticism from 
media types, and the possibility of 
collusion between the good-old-boy 
network and the government to re- 
move King from the boxing scene, 
Don remains an icon as much as any 
public figure. 

He is one of the most recognizable 
figures in the world. King continues 
to embrace the public and the public 


embraces him in an honoring and 
celebratory kind of way. 
Most fans can identify with his 


.Struggle from a depressed beginning 


to dwarf the accomplishments of the 
largest boxing and entertainment 
moguls of all times. 

Still, those grumpy reporters 
continue their efforts to jimmie up 
gossip, and negative reports, to get 
King and

Don King has had his media de- 
tractors since he became the sports’ 
most successful promoter. 

Some well-known reporters, 
from several of the biggest papers — 
a number of them certified King 
haters — are using their columns to 
speak ill of King, and in doing so, 


continue to sully his name while 
giving rise to the government's in- 
teraction. 

What is so unfortunate is that 
the allegations being made are just 
that — allegations. Equally unfortu- 
nate is the fact that the govern- 
ment is being duped into trying to 
produce any shred of evidence to 
try him again. King has became the

Since the HBO letter was based 
on supposition of a phantom crime, 
and an indictment is not a convic- 
tion, King's answer was a flat-out 
NO.

a own words, describes how she 

: shattered stereotypes and 
achieved celebrity status. 

“I was discovered by Roger Edens while I was 
singing in a Los Angeles nighclub called The Little 
Troc. I didn't know him, but he went to his bosses 
at MGM and told them about me. The next day, 
they called and asked me to come in. I wasn't im- 
pressed because I didn't want to be in California, 
and I hadn't ever thought about the movies. My 
father flew in from Pittsburgh, and we sort of 
laughingly went to the studio. My father was, in 
fact, fighting against the idea of my going into the 
movies, because neither of liked the roles that we 
African-Americans were obliged to play at that 
time. So I thought nothing of it, but lo and behold, 
they took me! Friends like Vincente Minnelli, Billy 
Strayhorn, and Count Basie all convinced me that 
I should take the job. 

With the exception of Cabin in the Sky, my 
scenes were always very easy to crop out. I usually 
didn't end up standing very close to any other per- 
former on the screen, and I never had any dialogue 
except for that little section from Show Boat in 
"Till the Clouds Roll By" when I had a little contact 
with Kathryn Grayson. So, they could easily re- 
move my scenes in the Southern states where they 
didn't like them. Otherwise, they made me very 
glamorous, dressed beautifully with a beautiful or- 
chestration and lighting and everything gorgeous. 

The only thing I refused to do was to be in a 
New York play they owned called St. Louis 
Woman. The music was glorious, and they wanted 
me desperately, but I didn't like the story myself, 
the way it portrayed my people. So, when I turned 
them down, they put me on layoff, and that really 
finished me at MGM. 

The picture where I thought I sang my best was 
Words and Music when Lenny (Hayton) made the 
arrangement for me on “Where or When." I also 
like “Love,” which I did with Lenny and Vincente 
Minnelli for Ziegfield follies. A lot of wonderful 
things have happened to me because of the reputa- 
tion I made at MGM. It wasn’t all cake and candy, 
but they did give me the name, and I had a lot of 
life’s wishes fulfilled.”

by the rejection on a situation it 
created. Don also indicated that he 
believed HBO conspired with the 
FBI on the day the government 
agency raided his Florida head- 
quarters. King said he thought 
HBO “set him up,” in effect, by lur- 
ing him to New York for negotia- 
tions on the day the FBI held its 
raid. 


That day, sixty-eight FBI agents 
raided King’s headquarters and 
took with them computers and soft- 
ware that could possibly exonerate 
King. 


You see, they’re jumping up all 
over King’s grave and the man 
isn’t even dead yet. The legions of 
sportswriters with an axe to grind 
still whack away with the same old 
zeal. Meanwhile, the list of King 
supporters is also growing steadily. 
His most powerful new ally is the 
NAACP. At its annual convention 
in New York, the national organi- 


zation adopted a Resolution of Sup- 
port for King. Kweisi Mfume, chief 
executive officer of the NAACP, 
criticized the Department of Jus- 
tice for “using its police powers to 
further a hostile agenda aimed at 
destroying black economic and po- 
litical leadership.” A week later, 
the Congressional Black Caucus 
and the Black Leadership Forum — 
an organization made up of 39 
leading black groups - joined in 
supporting King. The Black Lead- 
ership Forum wants to talk with 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
about *racially motivated" investi- 
gations." 


Dr. Joseph Lowery, who heads 
the BLF, said he felt sure that “the 
Investigation of King is racially 
motivated and said something 
should be done about it.”
